North Vietnam has opened its border 
to Sou th Vietnamese for the first time 
since the div ision of the cou ntry in 1954, 
and has lau nched a reoMistru ction pro­ 
gram that wou ld inclu de bu ilding new 
highway s link ing North and Sou th, 
Saigon broadcasts said Satu rday . 
The broadcasts added that the re- 
ccmstru ction program wou ld giv e more 
jobs to the Sou therners now ru led by the 
Commu nist-led Rev olu ticmry Gov ern­ 
ment in Saigon and wou ld mean all Viet­ 
namese wou ld hav e to work longer 
hou rs. 
A Hanoi broadcast said the first 
aircraft of the Rev olu tionary Gov ern­ 
ment had landed in Saigon and was 
welcomed by the “liberation force,” in­ 
dicating that at least some top officials of 
the new regime, believ ed to hav e been in 
Da Nang and North Vietnam, may now 
be in the capital. The broadcast, 
howev er, did not specify who was aboard 
the plane that arriv ed on Friday . 


A massiv e social, economic and 
political reorganization apparently was 
still u nder way in the Sou th. 


Soldiers of the defeated military forces 
were ordered to register with the gov ern­ 
ment or face pu nishment, and people's 
committees were being formed to gu ard 
property throu ghou t the cou ntry , the 
broadcasts said. Owners of ships and 
boats were told to report to a new 
transport office, the radios said. 


The Sov iet news agency Tass, report­ 
ing from Hanoi, said people in Saigon 
were scru bbing walls of slogans and 
posters pu t u p du ring the day s of the old 
gov ernment of President Ngu y en Van 
Thieu . It reiterated prev iou s reports of a 
general cleanu p campaign in the city . 
Radio Hanoi annou nced that North

Hanoi said it was appealing to 
Bangk ok for the retu rn of the aircraft 
and v essels in the interest of normalizing 
relations between Thailand and North 
Vietnam. 


Most of the planes, at least, were 
su [^lied' to the Sou th Vietnamese by the 
United States, iriiich is claiming owner­ 
ship of them. Thailand at first said it 
wou ld retu rn the planes to Vietnam 
bu t later said the aircraft were the re­ 
sponsibility of the United States. 
The Hanoi broadcast said the new 
Sou th Vietnamese gov ernment also sent 
similar notes to Singapore, Malay sia and 
the Philippines.

SUBIC BAY NAVAL BASE, the Philip­ 
pines (AP) — As Pastor Fritz Berhau s 
was scrambling to board a U.S. Marine 
ev acu ation helicopter in the American 
Embassy compou nd in Saigon on Wed­ 
nesday , a U.S. Marine thru st a tiny 
Vietnamese baby into his arms. 
“Tak e it, ” he told the German 
clergy man, “I’v e got to fight. " Minu tes 
later an amazed Berhau s was airborne 
on his way to the U.S. 7th Fleet, cradling 
the squ awling baby in his arms. 
The six -month-old boy was among 
2,000 Vietnamese and 200 Americans and 
Eu ropeans to come ashore from the U.S. 
Nav y carrier Hancock on Satu rday . They 
were the first persons to be landed from 
the massiv e fleet of 46 ships which lifted 
some 8 0,000 Vietnamese, plu s 7,000 
Americans and other nationals from 
Sou th Vietnam before Saigon su rren­ 
dered Wednesday . 
“The ship’s crew wanted to adopt 
him,” said Berhau s. “The ship’s tailor 


made special clothes for him. The ship’s 
doctor look ed after him. He was not v ery 
well when we got him” 
In honor of the Hancock and its crew, 
the baby boy has been named John Han­ 
cock Ngu y en Hohlfeldt. The su rname 
comes from the German nu rse, Wolf­ 
gang Hohlfeldt, 33, of the German Peace 
Village, who came ashore with the boy 
and plans to adopt him. 


“We don't k now any thing abou t the 
boy , ” said Berhau s, whose Peace Village 
had been caring for • 10,000 orphans 
arou nd Saigon. “We don't k now if his 
parents cou ldn’t get ou t or whether they 
got ou t. ” 


Most of the Americans from the Han­ 
cock were diplomats. Few wou ld giv e 
their names to reporters. 


A Frenchman who had been in Saigon 
since 1946 made a last minu te decision to 
ev acu ate after he was robbed by Sou th 
Vietnamese solders. 


Rou ge in Cambodia had is^ied a call for 
greater agricu ltu ral produ ction and that 
Prince Norodom Sihanou k , the nation's 
nominal leader, had ordered the chang­ 
ing of Cambodia's independence day 
from Nov . 9 to April 17, the day of Phnom 
Penh’s su rrender. 
Phnom Penh has been cu t off from the 
Western world since then. 
Ev er since Saigon's capitu lati(Mi Wed­ 
nesday , broadcasts from inside Sou th 
Vietnam hav e indicated a wholesale re­ 
organization of the coiBitry . Western 
newsmen still in Saigon hav e not been 
able to file dispatches and the broadcasts 
hav e become the sole s(x irce of news 
from the capital u nder a Commu nist-led 
regime.

broadcast, 
monitored in Bangk ok , Thailand, said 
“Rev olu tionary People’s Committees" 
were being formed in the Sou th to gu ard 
and protect gov ernment property . It 
added that 5 ,000 people had signed u p for 
du ty in the area of Saigon, also named 
Ho Chi Minh City by the Rev olu tionary 
Gov ernment and its militay arm, the Na­ 
tional Liberation Front. 
The new gov ernment also began re­ 
gistration of all ships and boats and set 
u p a maritime transport office where 
shipowners were ordered to register 
oceangoing v essels and riv er craft of 16 
tons and ov er, the radio said. 
Broadcasts Friday said the labor mov ­ 
ement in Saigon had been reorganized. 
Work ers were ordered to tak e ov er fac­ 
tories. 
From Hu e, Sou th Vietnam's old im­ 
perial capital. Associated Press cor­ 
respondent Daniel De Lu ce reported 
American military equ ipment estimated 
to be worth $100 million was strewn along 
the Hu e estu ary where Saigon's defeated 
forces tried to escape by sea in late' 
March.

A 74-y ear-old Sedalia man died at 
BcAhwell Hospital Satu rday morning 
after he was shot in the abdomen and 
another Sedalian was arrested and 
charged with second-degree mu rtler in 
CMinection with the shooting. 
Samu el A. Grav itt, 330 West Saline, 
was shot at 3:20 a.m. Satu rday at the 
home of Mabel Richardson, 724 North 
Osage. Police said he was shot directly 
below the nav al with a .38 caliber re­ 
v olv er. A .38 caliber rev olv er was fou nd 
later in the y ard behind the Richardson 
home, police said. 
Charged with the shooting is Thomas B. 
Cline, 28 , 212 Elast St. Lou is. He was being 


held in the city jail following his arrest, bu t 
was transferred to the cou nty jail Satu rday 
night. 


Pettis Cou nty Prosecu ting Attorney 
Gary Fleming said Satu rday a motiv e 
for the shooting had not been de­ 
termined. 


According to Dr. W. R. By ru m, Colu m­ 
bia, who performed the au topsy at the 
hospital in the absence of Pettis Cou nty 
Coroner Dr. John Oweas, Grav itt s death 
was a "resu lt of the gu nshot wou nd. ” 
Howev er a complete au topsy report is 
not ex pected u ntil later this week , Flem­ 
ing said. 


According to Fleming, fiv e persons 
were in the Richardson home at the time 
of the shooting. Two of the witnesses re­ 
portedly were play ing chess at the time. 
Fleming withheld the names of the wit­ 
nesses and wou ld not release fu rther de­ 
tails on the shooting. 
“I don't think that is information 1 
shou ld giv e at this time, ” Fleming com­ 
mented. He gav e no reason for withhold­ 
ing the names of the witnesses. 
Grav itt was bom in Smithton, May 27, 
1900, son of the late George and Jamie 
Grav itt. He married Ada Marie Johnson 
in 1921 and she preceded him in death in 
1939. 


He liv ed most of his life in St. Lou is, 
coming to Sedalia in 1963 after his retire­ 
ment as a tru ck driv er. 
He was a Veteran of World War II and 
a member of Ward Memorial Baptist 
Chu rch here.

Firefig hting attracts housewives 


HOMETOWN, 111. (AP) — When the fire alarm sou nds in 
this su bu rb of 8 ,000 ju st sou th of Chicago, eight hou sewiv es 
answer it. They mak e u p nearly athird of Hometown’s v olu n­ 
teer firefighting force. 
Fire Chief Richard Christopher said he pu t a notice in the 
commu nity ’s week ly newspaper last Nov ember ask ing if 
women wou ld be interested in becoming firefighters. 
“Most of the men had tak en ex tra day time jobs becau se of 
the economy and were not av ailable for fire or ambu lance 
serv ice ex cept perhaps at night, " said Christopher. “I 
thou ght women cou ld fill in du ring the day . 
“Ten respcmded to the notice and eight sjtay ed on for 160 
day s of training. They can do ev ery thmg. This is no pan­ 
ty hose brigade. They are fu lly equ ipped and wear boots, hel­ 
mets and bu nk er coats ju st lik e the men. " 
Althou gh the women mainly are u sed for day time du ty , 
they are on call arou nd the clock . They go on an av erage of 
one ambu lance call a day and one fire alarm a week , mostly 
calls for ov erheated fu rnaces, clothes dry ers, or a blaze in a 
garage or shed. 
“So far we hav en’t had a major fire, bu t the women hav e 
helped fight sev eral when we were needed, in su rrou nding 
commu nities, " said Christojrfier. 


All eight women hav e children. The hu sbands of three are 
v olu nteer firemen. 
In each of their homes is a tone-activ ated receiv ing dev ice 
that alerts them from the fire station. 
“The town siren also goes off when there is a fire,” said 
Marlene Swiney , a 31-y ear-old mother of fou r whose hu sband 
is a firefighter at n i ^ and a tru ck driv er du ring the day . 
‘ ‘The minu te the siren is heard, my neighbor comes ov er and 
baby sits. That is the way it is with all the other mothers on 
the force, too. 


“I really enjoy the du ty ,” said Mrs. Swiney . “It is a lot of 
work , bu t interesting. And we hav e the satisfaction of doing 
good for the commu nity . 


“We drill with the men twice a month with ladders, fire 
hoses, booster lines and other equ ipment on ou r two large 
firetru ck s. We also hav e one small tru ck . “ 
When the alert sou nds, the first v olu nteers reporting to the 
firehou se mak e the call. 


“I’m lu ck y becau se we liv e only 
Vk block s away ,” said 
Mrs. Swiney . “It's all lik e a dream come tru e for me. When I 
was a k id I wanted to be a boy so I cou ld grow u p to become a 
fireman."

Ken Smith, more commonly 
known as “ Smitty,” has found 
that being unemployed can 
have its advantages. 
He’s become a recognized 
artist. 
A hobbyist all his life, Smith 
won third place in the sculpture 
division of the Kansas City Art 
Association’s 1975 spring fine 
art show last weekend at the 
Metcalf South Shopping Center, 
Kansas City. 
‘‘I ’ve never in my life been in 
an art show,” he said last week 
as he worked in his “ shop” 
turned “ studio” behind

For five years, Smith had run

don’t 
believe three people walked in 
the shop all afternoon. So I 
started playing around with 
nuts and bolts, soddering them 
together.” 
Last Christmas, when he 
didn’t have money to buy 
Christmas 
presents, 
Smith 
made sculptured plaques for his 
relatives as gifts. 
'That was the beginning. His 
sister-in-law in Kansas City, 
Lorraine Hill, placed her plaque 
on her desk at the telephone 
company where pecóle asked 
about it. Smith said he got a few 
calls and orders as a result. 
Lorraine contacted Jim Smith 
whose wife. Marge Smith, is on 
the Board of Directors of the 
Kansas City Art Association. 
When Smith was asked to 
submit six of his plaques for 
consideration, the association’s 
committee approved his work 
and asked him enter last week’s 
fair.

Removal 
of j udge 
is urged

(AP)—The removal of Colum­ 
bia Municipal Judge Roger D. 
Hines has been unanimously 
recommended by the Missouri 
Commission on Retirement, Re­ 
moval and Discipline of Judges. 
In a 30-page report delivered 
to the Missouri Supreme Court 
Friday, the commission said it 
determined that Hines was guil­ 
ty of “ misconduct” on seven 
charges made against him. 
Hines was accused of at­ 
tempting to improperly use 
Missouri Highway Patrol lab 
facilities; stopping automobiles 
and requiring the drivers to ap­ 
pear in court without their hav­ 
ing been arrested; attempting 
to make social contacts with 
women who had appeared in 
his court; assaulting a woman; 
inducing that woman to avoid a 
subpoena, supplying liquor to a 
minor and inducing the woman 
he was accused of assaulting to 
not testify against him. 
The commission determined 
that Hines was not guilty of two 
other charges involving the 
handling of expenses, and two 
other charges which were not 
disclosed were dismissed dur­ 
ing hearings.

Smith couldn’t move. “ My 
knees felt like they were going 
to drop out from under me, ” he 
said. “ Now, I don’t normally 
get much excited about things. I 
just live my life normal, but I 
got damn excited there. ” 
He placed in the show for his 
“ originality, ” according to the 
judges; 
A. 
Regier, 
metal 
teacher, Nallwood Junior High; 
Carol Robinson, art taacher, 
Shawnee Mission East High; 
and Pete Perdaries, director of 
art education, Shawnee Mission 
School District. 
From start to finish. Smith’s 
plaques

first had been at it all his life 
and the gal who took second 
had been working on it 15 to 20 
years,” Smith said. 
After his third-place white 
ribbon hung on his display. 
“ The demand for my work got 
better as time went on!” Smith 
said. He sold 15 of the 19 
plaques he took to the show and 
has 7 to 8 orders to fill by J une 
1, with $100 per plaque as the 
going price. 
“ 'The biggest seller is the 1906 
Maxwell Touring Car,” Smith 
said. Other favorites include the 
1914 Ford Couplelet and the 1910 
Ford Model T, 'Tin Lizzie, 
complete with granny seat. 
As he was packing up his 
display to go home last Sunday 
night, he was asked to submit a 
request

association. “ I think I can get 
in.” 
he said, “ They’re the 


friendliest bunch of people I 
ever met.” 
But 
the 
question 
still 
remains: Can he make a living 
at it? 
“ I think I can make a helluva 
good living out of it." he 
replied. “ But it depends on the 
demand for my work. If you’re 
recognized, you've got a name, 
you can name your price. 
“ I’m a perfectionist. After I 
get a sculpture done, I see 
nothing but mistakes. But I 
keep improving all the time.” 
And now, even after he’s won 
recognition, he still modestly 
says, “ I would’ve done anything 
to b€ as good as any one of 
them.”

NEW YORK (AP) - With 
some chu rches actin g to g et rid 
of 
“sex ist” 
termin olog y ,

problem reg u larly comes u p 
abou t u sag es which impu te 
malen ess to God. 
“It’s a distortion of the 
tru th,” say s Dr Leon ard Swid- 
ler, a theolog ian an d chu rch 
historian of Temple Un iv ersity 
in Philadelphia “It’s ako the 
u ltimate pu t-down to women ” 
In 
classic Ju deo-Christian 
teachin g , God is n either male 
n or female, n or deUmited in 
an y way to bodily org an s, bu t 
tradition ally an d in most Biblic­ 
al passag es, has been referred 
to in the mascu lin e g en der as 
“H e” 
On the su rface, chu rch schol­ 
ars n ote, this often has led to 
scaled-down , erron eou s impres­ 
sion s of God as a kin d of patri­ 
archal g ran dfather or “man u p­ 
stairs,” a g ross charicatu re of 
the Ju deo<^hristian v iew of God 
as an in fin ite, omn iscien t Spir­ 
it. 
Becau se it both distorts basic 
con v iction s, cau sin g su perficial 
miscon ception s, an d also im­ 
plies male su periority , Swidler 
say s, the lan g u ag e for address­ 
in g God n ee^ to be modified, 
an d there are Biblical g rou n ds 
for doin g so. 
“We do hav e preceden ts both 
in Scriptu re ai^ Ju deo-Chris­ 
tian tradition for also referrin g 
to God in femin in e imag ery ,” 
he said in a telephon e in ter­ 
v iew. ‘i t ’s n ot a stron g tradi­ 
tion , bu t it’s there.” 


Althou g h God can n ot be accu ­ 
rately referred to in either sex ­ 
u al categ ory , Swidler said that 
this becomes n ecessary be­ 
cau se of the limited ex perien ce 
of hu man s which in ev itably 
also limits their lan g u ag e. 


Their on ly words for refer­ 
rin g to a person are either 
“he” or “she,” in clu din g God. 
whom Christian ity reg ards as a 
person al bein g , which is the 
hig hest form of bein g kn own to 
hu man ity , su rpassin g an imper­ 
son al “it” . 
“In ou r lan g u ag e, we’re left 
with fou r possible choices, u s­ 
in g ‘he’, u sin g ‘she’, u sin g both 
or coin in g a n ew word,” Swid­ 
ler say s. Sin ce n ew words can ’t 
be au tomatically imposed, he 
su g g ests u sin g both pron ou n s, 
complemen tarily . 
Swidler, an in terrelig iou sly 
v ersed Roman Clatholic who 
edits the Jou rn al of Ecu men ical 
Stu dies, has worked ou t a ten ­ 
tativ e rev ision of the chu rch lit­ 
u rg y , elimin atin g sex u ally clas­ 
sify in g referen ces to God. 
‘‘0 God, ou r Father an d 
Mother,” the pray ers pu t it 
As for the litu r^cal recast­ 
in g , he said it aims on ly at 
‘g ettin g people to recoen ize we 


hav e a problem,” an d to start 
try in g to resolv e it. Some de­ 
n omin ation s, to a deg ree, al­ 
ready hav e taken steps in that 
direction . 


While the Bible main ly u ses 
male pron ou n s referrin g to 
God, Swidler n otes scattered 
femin in e implication s 
Isaiah 
66:13 say s God comforts as a 
“mother comforts.” A parable 
of Jesu s in Lu ke 15 portray s 
God as like a woman seekin g 
the lost. 


The Hebrew word for God’s 
Spirit, “Ru ach” , is of femin in e 
g en der, 
referrin g 
to God’s 
creativ e force. The “wisdom” 
of God is portray ed as femin in e 
in Prov erbs an d in the Catholic 
books of Wisdom an d Ecclesias- 
ticu s. 
The 
my steriou s 
in ­ 
clu si v ity of God’s n atu re is 
hin ted in v ariou s plu ral desig ­ 
n ation s, su ch as the Hebrew 
word, “Elohim, ” with its femi­ 
n in e su ffix .

Th e blo w 
was aimed at th e larg ely ju n - 
g led Ph u o c* Bin h Pro v in ce 55 
miles n o rth east o f Saig o n . Th e 
p ro v in ce fell in Jan u ary with 
su rp risin g ease an d v irtu ally n o 
g o v ern men t rip o ste. It was as 
if after decades o f dealin g with 
ash an d mah o g an y , th e Co m­ 
mu n ists were su dden ly co n ­ 
fro n ted with so ft p in e. 
Th e fin al, v icto rio u s Co mmu ­ 
n ist o ffen siv e beg an o n March 
11 with an attack o n Ban Me 
Th u o t, th e cap ital o f Dar Lac 
Pro v in ce an d th e so u th ern an ­ 
ch o r o f Saig o n ’s defen ses in th e 
cen tral h ig h lan ds. Ag ain , so ft 
p in e. Th e g o v ern men t’s 2 3 rd 
Div isio n was defeated easily , 
an d Saig o n made little attemp t 
to reclaim lo st g ro u n d. Ph u o c 
Bin h was o n e th ii^, bu t Dar 
Lac was o f majo r imp o rtan ce. 
Bo th sides q u ick ly read th e 
sig n s. 
Han o i o rdered majo r attack s. 
Presiden t Th ieu o rdered a re­ 
treat. 


Faced with intellig ence re­ 
po rts o f ev er mo unting enemy 
streng th, Thieu decided 
o n 
March 
14 to withdraw his 
fo rces fro m the no rthern hig h­ 
lands to mo re defensible po si­ 
tio ns alo ng the co ast. The with­ 
drawal was to be an o rderly 
o ne with rear g uard actio ns to 
slo w the enemy . But when the 
tro o ps and civ ilians g o t wo rd o f 
Thieu’s decisio n, and learned 
that g enerals and senio r staff 
o fficers were withdrawing in 
haste, they fled, to o , and a mo ­ 
mentum to ward defeat dev el­ 
o ped that ended sev en weeks 
later with the fall o f Saig o n. 


Saig o n’s reg iments and div i­ 
sio ns simply creased to functio n 
as o fficers and NCOs aban­ 
do ned their co mmands to flee 
to ward what was ho ped wo uld 
be safety in co astal enclav es. 
The No rth Vietnamese then 
mo v ed three new div isio ns into 
place alo ng the demilitarized 
zo ne, a clear sig nal o f the Co m­ 
munist decisio n to g o fo r bro ke. 
Ag ain the o rder to pull back 
was g iv en and interpreted in 
the feld as a license fo r flig ht. 
Quang Tri Pro v ince to ppled 
with hardly a sho t fired, and 
Thua Thien was an easy nex t, 
including the ancient imperial 
capital o f Hue, which Thieu had 
said wo uld nev er be abando ned. 
The So uth’s seco nd larg est 
city . Da Nang , was nex t to 
to pple, o n March 31, and the 
Co mmunists to o k co ntro l o f a 
hug e American-built military 
base. Fro m then o n, the Co m­ 
munist fo rces mo v ed swiftly 
do wn Ro ute 1, the main co astal 
ro ad, to ward Tuy Ho a, Nha 
Tranjg and Cam Ranh.

Co ng mo v ed into po sitio n to at­ 
tack.

Baby selling widespread 


WASHDMG'TON (AP) - A 
panel of newsmen hav e ou tlined 
to a Senate su bcommittee the 
operations of baby sellers that 
inclu d e lawy ers offering u p to 
$10,000 for infants to u nwed 
mothers receiv ing pregnancy 
cou nseling. 
The testimony came in the 
first of two d ay s of hearings by 
the Senate child ren and y ou th 
su bcommittee which is probing 
ind epend ent placement of in­ 
fants by d octors and lawy ers. 
Mau ry Z. Lev y , ed itorial d i- 
rwtor of “Philad elphia Maga­ 
zine” said one of his staff 
members who d id v olu nteer 
work at a local pregnancy test­ 
ing and cou nseling clinic told 
him that some lawy ers were of­ 
ten seen ou tsid e the clinic’s of­ 
fices and that they “had ap­ 
proached a nu mber of y ou ng 
women who’d gone in for preg- 


nancy cou nseling, try ing to per­ 
su ad e them to keep their babies 
u ntil term, then to giv e them 
u p for ad option. 
“Their means of persu asion 
were v ery blu nt and 
v ery 
green,” Lev y said . “They were 
offering money , as mu ch as 
$10,000 for a baby . They , in 
tu rn, wou ld sell the baby to 
someone else, u su ally tu rning a 
profit of between $5 ,000 and 


$10,000.” 
Lev y said his pu blication’s in­ 
v estigation led to people in 
Miami 
who 
were 
shipping 
babies ou t of state if the price 
was right 
“We learned of a network, a 
baby -bu y ing connection 
that 
ran throu gh Tex as and Mex ico 
and sometimes as far away as 
Sou th America,” Lev y said . 
Robert McAu ley of the Clev e­ 
land Plain Dealer said an in- 


v estigation by his newspaper 
fou nd a loose-knit national re­ 
ferral serv ice d esigned to pu t 
pregnant women in tou ch with 
lawy ers seeking to arrange 
ad options for clients who were 
willing to pay the price. 
McAu ley q u oted a New York 
lawy er, Joseph Spencer, whom 
McAu ley said related the fol­ 
lowing: 
‘“It (an infant) can be as 
little as $2,5 00, if y ou want a 
Korean child , to a lot more. 
Now, for instance, for a White 
Cau casian child at birth, most 
of the lawy ers q u ote su bstantial 
amou nts, bu t ev en there it 
d oesn’t 
ru n 
mu ch 
bey ond 
$13,000.’” 
He said wid espread u se of, 
contraceptiv es and abortions^ 
has cau sed a d ecrease in in­ 
fants who are more d esirable 
than others for ad option.

Sev en heav ily -armed Ind ian 
militants took control of the 
Yankton Siou x Ind u stries Pork 
Plant early Frid ay and held it 
u ntil state Highway Patrol offi­ 
cers and Bu reau of Ind ian Af­ 
fairs police flu shed them ou t 
with tear gas Frid ay night. 
All sev en were arrested , bu t 
no charges were filed against 
them immed iately . 
The militants held two em­ 
ploy es of the plant for a brief 
period . The two, Du tch Bu bbl­ 
ing and Kenneth Wy nia, were 
released abou t an hou r and a 
half after the militants mov ed 
in. Janklow said both receiv ed 
slight inju ries. 
There was sporad ic gu nfire 
from the plant after the occu ­ 
pation, bu t au thorities said 
there were no inju ries. Janklow 
said the car of plant manager 
Melv in Rosenthal, who was 
fo rced from the plant at gu n­ 
po int early Frid ay , was hit by 
g unfire. 
Janklo w said none of the 
itate and federal 
law officers 
furro unding the plant retu rned 
fire. 
An American Ind ian Mov e­ 
ment-affiliated arm of the Yan­ 
kton Siou x Tribe, calling itself 
the Eiagle Warrior Society , held 
the plant for three d ay s in mid - 
March, protesting working con-' 
d itions there. 
Howev er, the sev en militants 
inv olv ed in Frid ay ’s takeov er 
d id not claim to be members of 
the Eagle Warrior Society , nor 
d id they present any d emand s 
or reasons for seizing the bu ild ­ 
ing, which IS located on Ind ian 
tru st land . 
'The takeov er prompted May ­ 
or Ray mond Du ncanson to or­ 
d er a cu rfew in this commu nity 
of 2,8 00. He also ord ered 
schools and bu sinesses closed 
and asked state troopers not to 
■ allow any traffic in or ou t of 
the town. 
Janklow praised the efforts of 
the nearly 100 Sou th Dakota 
highway patrolmen and Div i­ 
sion of Criminal Inv estigation 
offic*ers who were called to 
Wagner. 
“It’s alway s the state that 
has to d o the fed eral gov ern­ 
ment’s work,” Janklow said . 
He said fed eral ind ecision d u r­ 
ing the first takeov er March 17- 
19 may hav e prolonged that 
confrontation. 
“The last time was a mis­ 
take,” Janklow said . “Frankly , 
that won't happen again. ”

Jail escape effort prevent 


KANSAS CITY, Kan. (AP) - 
Two armed prisoners were 
thwarted in an attempt to es- 
c*ape from the Wy and otte Cou n­ 
ty jail Frid ay night when abou t 
50 officers conv erged on the 
cou rthou se. 
A jailer, Mike Freeman, su f­ 
fered a slight wou nd in the left 
shou ld er when the prisoners 
fired 
sev eral 
shots 
before 
agreeing to su rrend er. Free­ 
man had been held as a hos­ 
tage for abou t three hou rs. He 
was treated and released at • 
Bethany Med ical Center 
Sheriff Bert Cantwell id enti­ 
fied the prisoners as Willie 
Ad ams, 37, an inmate at the 
U.S. 
Penitentiary 
at 
Lea­ 
v enworth, who was awaiting 
trial in U.S. District Cou rt on 
mu rd er charges, and Max At- 
terbu ry , 22, who was sentenced 
April 17 in Wy and otte District 
Cou rt to 2-20 y ears on a charge 
of aggrav ated robbery . 
Atterbu ry asked to be taken 
to the Univ ersity of Kansas 
Med ical Center after the su r­ 
rend er. He was ex amined and 
retu rned to his cell. 
Ad ams was taken by fed eral 
marshals back to the Lea­ 
v enworth prison. Ward en Gary 
McCu ne said Ad ams arriv ed 
abou t 10 p.m. The prisoner, a 
nativ e of Detrcnt, began serv ing 
a 15 -y ear sentence on a Ken­ 
tu cky kid naping conv iction in 
Nov ember, 1968 , McCu ne said . 
Clantwell said the prisoners 
were working in an isolation 
block in the jail. 
Freeman was attempting to 
retu rn them to their regu lar 
c'ells, the*sheriff said , when the 
prisoners ov erpowered him and 
forced him at knifepoint to ac­ 
company them to the jail elev a­ 
tor which they took to the 
grou nd floor of the cou rthou se. 
There the men took weapons 
from a rack which d epu ties u se 
to store gu ns. 
Bu t the prisoners were pre­ 
v ented from leav ing the bu ild - 


ing when police arriv ed at the 
cou rthou se. 
Three 
shots 
were 
fired 
throu gh a wind ow near the 
elev ator as officers arriv ed , bu t 
no one was .wou nd ed 
Police were joined by Kansas 
Highway Patrol troopers and 
d epu ty sheriffs and negotiations 
began to get the pnsoneis to 
su rrend er. 
C!apt. Jack Jones, command ­ 
er of the Kansas City , Kan., po­ 
lice 
d epartment’s 
Special 
Weapons and Tactic*s team, 
u sed a bu llhorn to tell the pris­ 
oners they were fighting a los­ 
ing battle and that no one 
wou ld shoot them if they pu t 
d own their weapons and came 
ou t. 
Cantwell said Ad ams and At­ 
terbu ry d iscu ssed sev eral com- 
plaits they hav e with cond i­ 
tions in the jail when they met 
in a grou nd flo(M’ hallway . ' 


Cantwell said they finally 
gav e u p “becau se they saw the 
fu tility of it all and becau se 
they cou ld not escape aliv e.” 
The prisoners d ecid ed to re­ 
lease their hostage abou t 9 p.m. 
The meeting followed a d em­ 
onstration in which sev eral 
prisoners protested a halt to 
shower 
priv ileges. 
Cantwell 
said he wou ld attempt to d eal 
with the griev ances if prisoners 
make “honest and sincere com­ 
plaints ” 


In 
March, 
Cantwell 
d is­ 
cov ered a hole in a cell block 
wall that prisoners had been 
d igging at night and cov ering 
with pictu res and towels d u r?ng 
the d ay . 
In the fiy e months after Can­ 
twell was appointed sheriff in 
October 1973, 11 of the 13 jai­ 
lers were either fired or they 
resigned .

Campus police begin effort to change 


NKW HAVEN (AP) — Yale 
University policemen have de­ 
cided to stop chasing away the 
youngsters who hang around 
the campus getting into trou­ 
ble, and instead make friends 
with them. 


The theory is simple: stop 
the futile approach of chasing 
them. Instead, the police will 
welcome them into a program 
in which the officers may help 
the youths to change direction 
at a crucial point in their 
lives. 


Chief Louis Cappiello, who 
has an 11-year-old son — about 
the same age as the trouble­ 
makers — said he began de­ 
veloping the program idea 
after getting to know some of 
their problems. 


“When I talk to the kids I 
find they don't have facilities 
or recreation to keep them in­ 
terested. They're just hanging 
around, " he said. 


Hanging around leads to 
shoplifting and other petty 
thievery, trespassing and 
countless other problems. 


Cappiello said he would 
scold the budding criminals 
when they were caught but he 
often ended up buying them 
ice cream. 
Starting with a nucleus of 
those campus “ne'er-do- 
wells" aged 9 to 12 and adding 
other inner city youths, Cap­ 
piello has organiz^ a group of 
^ boys for the program. 


B a s e b a ll ga m e s are 
planned, followed by summer 
cookouts at Yale's recreation 
center in the shore town of Old 
Lyme. Cappiello hopes that by 
fall some of today's problem 
kids will be helping pass out 
football programs at the Yale 
Bowl. Some even may be anx­ 
ious by then for some 
academic tutoring, he said.

Farm band spreads rock gospel 


NEW YORK (AP) - A rock 
quintet, the Farm Band, from 
the Farm, in Summertown, 
Tenn., sent Michael Tassone 
and his wife Mildred, of the 
Farm’s promotion crew, here 
to publicize its May 9 to July 16 
tour by bus of the United 
States. 
All concerts will be free. 
Stephen 
Gaskin, 
spiritual 
leader at the Farm, will talk at 
each concert and Tassone says, 
“ We don’t feel like we can 
charge for spiritual teachings 
Stephen tells them not to take 
haid drugs and get off welfare, 
and how to go out and make it. 
like we did.’’ 
Mrs. 
Tassone 
says, 
“ The 
Farm is a spiritual community. 
We don’t take welfare. We re 
farming 800 acres this year. 
We’re developing cottage in­ 
dustries. Some folks work on 
the farm and some work off — 
teaching school is as heavy as 
working on the Farm.” The 
Farm Band’s music Tassone 
describes as “ good vibes rock 
’n’ roll, not screechy rock n’ 
roll. Some of it is country 
rock.’’ Some of it also carries a 
spiritual 
message. 
A 
first 
single, just out, is “ Keep It in 
Mind’’ and “ Everything’s Gon­ 
na Be All Right. ” The next 
single will be “ Cotton Eyed 
Joe” 
and 
“ Wings 
on 
my 
Heart.” Later in the spring an 
L P will come out, on Farm 
Records. 
The Farm trades recording 
studio time for use of its print­ 
ing press by the studio owners 
“ We’ve found through our 
studies that each religion has 
the same truths other religions 
have, said in different ways," 
Tassone says. “ Stephen says 
that there is one religion that is 
real and that is an unspoken re­ 
ligion and each culture has its 
own words and ways of saying 
it -- it’s whatever connects a 
person to God. 
“ There 
are 
certain 
basic 
truths we all agree on. One is 


telling the truth.” On Sundays, 
the Farm has services which 
consist of meditation and a ser­ 
mon by Gaskin plus rock n’ 
roll church music, most of it 
written by the Farm Band. 
The some 800 persons living 
on the Farm range in age to 85, 
with most between 25 and 35. 
“ We re complete vegetarians,” 
Mrs. Tassone says. “ We don’t 
eat meat, fish, eggs or dairy 
products. We’re going to put 
out a cookbook this spring. 
“ Farming is a good thing be­ 
cause it’s a way for us to start 
helping out other folks. We sent 
clothing and food to Honduras 
and we check on our neighbors 
all the time and give them food 
if thev need it.” 
Tassone says, “ We’ve got 
four or five midwives who’ve 
delivered 
over 
250 
babies. 
We’re against abortion and we 
tell any woman if she wants to 
have an abortion, she can come 
to us instead and we’ll deliver 
her baby and she can leave it 
and we’ll give it back to her 
any time she changes her mind 
and wants it. Most of the time 
they keep the babies after they 
have them, but we’ve got lots 
of folks who’re happy to take a 
baby. 
“ We like to help folks out 
with their problem kids, too. 
Sometimes they send them to 
live with us for awhile.” 
Mrs. Tassone is 28 and was 
born in New York. Her husband 
is 25 and comes from San Fran­ 
cisco. They have a 20-month-old 
daughter and are expecting a 
second child. They’ve been on 
the Farm for four years. He 
works as a crew member for 
the Farm Band and she oper­ 
ates the bank. “ I always want­ 
ed to sing,” she says, “ but I do 
the bank and am on the promo 
crew " The bank takes the 
money that Farm members 
earn and gives money to people 
who need it for things like doc­ 
tor bills. In the store on the

Miss Butel say s that mo st 
stains can be successfully re­ 
mo v ed fro m white and co lo red 
co tto ns, linens and o ther wash­ 
able fabrics by the use o f liquid 
chlo rine bleach o r o x y gen-ty pe 
dry 
bleach 
dispensed 
abo ut 
halfway 
thro ugh 
the 
wash 
cy cle. Ex ceptio ns are spandex , 
wo o l, leather, mo hair, no nfast 
co lo rs, 
silk 
and 
many 
per- 
manent-press fabrics requiring 
special care. 
C o ld 
water, 
especially 
co upled with enzy me pro ducts, 
used during the preso ak cy cle 
o f mo dem washers, are par­ 
ticularly effectiv e in remo v ing 
such stains 
as 
blo o d, eggs, 
wine, fo o d co lo ring, co ffee o r 
tea and so me fruit and v ege­ 
table stains fro m all washable 
fabrics. Ho wev er, they may no t 
be effectiv e o n rust, ink o r fat- 
based stains. Preso aking, fo r at 


least half an ho ur, also is effec­ 
tiv e in so lv ing stain pro blems 
related to babies, such as milk, 
fo rmula, cho co late, urine and 
mucus. 
Permanent press garments 
po se a pro blem. Miss Butel 
say s, because they stay fresh 
lo o king, so there is a tendency 
to po stpo ne laundering. Once 
they b ^ m e heav ily so iled 
they are difficult to wash 
clean because o f their stain 
retentio n. Therefo re, Miss 
Butel reco mmends immediate 
laundering if staining o ccurs. 
Permanent-press fabrics 
with difficult stains such as 
fresh fruit juices, wine, 
v egetables o r fo o d co lo ring 
sho uld be spo nged with warm 
water as so o n as po ssible. Any 
remaining stain sho uld be 
treated with hy dro gen pero x ­ 
ide o r po wdered bleach and 
the garment laundered. 
Ano ther co mmo n stain o n 
permanent-press fabrics and 
washable knits is grass, 
fo liage o r flo wers.

No t 
lo n g o u t o f Yale, Stu art Sy min g to n was cho sen to head the 
Emerso n Electric Co . in St. Lo u is. His n atu ral in terest in 
co mmu n ity affairs so o n bro aden ed to p o litics an d he was 
elected to the Sen ate, where he has remain ed fo r 25 y ears. He 
was n o t o n ly an elected o fficial fro m Misso u ri bu t was n amed 
the n atio n ’s first secretary o f the Air Fo rce in 19 47. It is well 
o bserv ed o n Cap ito l Hill that Sen ato r Sy min g to n an d Sen . 
Charles Percy , (R-Ill.), are reg arded as the two mo st 
kn o wledg eable members o n electro n ics an d techn ical su bjects. 
What a relief fro m lawy ers! 


As a p o p u lar p o litician , he wen t to two Natio n al Demo cratic 
Co n v en tio n s with en o u g h deleg ates to beco me a p residen tial 
can didate. At a recep tio n in his ho n o r when he was a can didate, 
with the late Mrs. Alban Barkley as ho stess, I o bserv ed that the 
sen ato r was wearin g an o ran g e an d black tie.

Relatio n s an d the Armed Serv ices Co mmittees. He has also 
serv ed o n the Jo in t Co mmittee o n Ato mic En erg y . 


Ev en at the risk o f lo sin g v o tes he did n o t hesitate to criticize 
the U.S. in v o lv emen t in Vietn am by in sistin g that it was co stin g 
to o mu ch in American liv es an d fin an ces. 


The su dden death o f his belo v ed wife Ev ely n Wadswo rth 
Sy min g to n o n Christmas Ev e 19 72 to o k its to ll in the sen ato r’s 
life. Ev e, as ev ery o n e called her, came fro m a lo n g lin e o f 
statemen an d was alway s reg arded as the sen ato r’s p o litical 
p artn er an d help mate. After her death he so ld their charmin g 
ho me o n N Street in Geo rg eto wn an d mo v ed to an ap artmen t in 
the Waterg ate. So me o f the eag er ho stesses in the area 
immediately p o u n ced o n him as Washin g to n ’s mo st elig ible 
bachelo r arid a p erfect g u est fo r that mu ch-n eeded din n er seat 
n ex t to the lady o n y o u r rig ht. Witho u t Ev e he co n tin u ed to do 
his du ty bu t mu ch o f what made his life p u rp o sefu l was lo st that 
sad Christmas Ev e. 


Where do es he g o fro m here? He has n o t decided, bu t bein g a 
man o f man y in terests he will fin d en o u g h to do . As an in fo rmed 
elder statesman he will hav e mu ch to g iv e. There will alway s be 
a p lace fo r Stu art Sy min g to n to serv e his co u n try .

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Avatar second, Diabolo third 
Foolish Pleasure wins Kentucky Derby 


LOUISVILLE (AP) —Foolish Pleasu re, charging between 
horses in the final eighth of a mile, made good all his creden­ 
tials as an almost u nbeaten champion as he won the 101st 
Kentu ck y Derby by 1% lengths Satu rday . 
A stewards’ inqu iry was called immediately after the race 
bu t did not affect the winner. Second-place Av atar and 
Diabolo, the third-place finisher, were the su bjects of the in­ 
qu iry ’, bu t the original finish was allowed to stand. 
Av atar was leading when Diabolo pu lled to the right and 
bu mped from the rear, slowing both horses measu rably . 
It was at that point that Foolish Pleasu re shot between 
horses and took the lead. 
Foolish Pleasu re, beaten only once in the 12 races of his 
life, had to mov e from 12th to first in the final mile of 
America’s fav orite horse race and he was timed in 2;02 for 
the fu ll P/4 miles. 


In winning this 101st Derby , Foolish Pleasu re ov ercame 
the Wood Menwrial-Flamingo Derby hex that has seen fiv e 
colts who had prev iou sly won both the Flamingo and the 
Wood en rou te to the Derby denied a v ictory in the famed 
Ru n for the Ræes at Chu rchill Downs. 
Nashu a, in 1955, fared best of the bu nch with a second- 
place finish in the Derby . 
Foolish Pleasu re won by almost two lengths in the Fla­ 
mingo, came from behind for a photo v ictory in the Wood and 
then brok e the hex here. 
Behind Diabolo at the finish was Master Derby , winner of 
the Lou isiana Derby and the Blu e Grass Stak es. 
Media, Elmendorf Farm’s lightly raced colt and the 
y ou ngest by the calendar in the field of 15, finished fifth. 
The Chu rchill Downs stewards, after stu dy ing the stretch 
driv e, decided that Diabolo was at fau lt and left the order of 
finish as it was. 


Only one blemish 


Foolish Pleasu re was u nbeaten last season in sev en starts 
and had only one blemish, the Florida Derby , on his record 
this season. 
In that March 29 race, both Prince Thou Art and Sy lv an 
Place finished ahead of the ju v enile champion of last season, 
bu t Foolish Pleasu re retu rned to the bam with cu ts on the 
frog of his feet. 
The inju ry to the part of the foot that acts as a shock ab­ 
sorber was minor, howev er, and within three week s Foolish 
Pleasu re was back on the race track and won the Wood 
Memorial. 
His owner, John L. Greer, 76, wasn’t disappointed with the 
Florida Derby -finish and it prepared him for a possible loss 
at Chu rchill Downs. 
“If it isn’t ou r day ,’’ he said before the race, “we’ll ju st 
shak e hands with the winner and look ahead to the nex t 
dance.” 
Behind Media at the finish were Prince Thou Art, Prom­ 
ised City , Bold Chapeau , Sy lv an Place, Fashion Sale, Rou nd 
Stak e, Gatch, Honey Mark , Ru shing Man and Bombay Du ck . 
Bombay Du ck and Ru shing Man set the early pace for the 
first three-qu arters of a mile bu t faded fast when the others 
who had laid back u ntil the final half mile began to mov e. 
Jacinto Vasqu ez, aboard Foolish Pleasu re, had his first 
Derby v ictory . He was 10th in his only other Derby start 11 
y ears ago. 
As the fav orite. Foolish Pleasu re paid $5.80, $4.40 and $3.60. 
Av atar retu rned $9 .20 and $5.60 and Diabolo paid $4.40. 
The 113,324 fans who pack ed Chu rchill Downs bet more 
than $3.3 million, abou t $100,000 less than last y ear’s 
American record. 


Whip does the talk ing 


Vasqu ez said he thou ght he had the Derby v ictory in his 
grasp after passing the eighth pole, bu t saw fou r horses 
ahead of him, two on the left and two on the right “and I 
began to get worried. ” 
“I talk ed to him and then I u sed the whip. That’s how I talk 
to him,” the 31-y ear-old Panamanan rider said. 
Did the bu mping in the stretch help Foolish Pleasu re to 
v ictory ? 
“It didn’t hu rt him any , ” trainer LeRoy Jolley said. 
Jolley said he was pleased with Foolish Pleasu re’s position 
early in the race “and I was look ing for Prince Thou Art, bu t 
I gu ess this wasn’t his day . ” 
Ask ed if he wou ld compare Foolish Pleasu re and Secretar­ 
iat, Jolley replied, “Secretariat is the greatest horse I ev er 
saw and Foolish Pleasu re is the greatest horse I ev er had. 
It’s tou gh to compare the two bu t Foolish Pleasu re has done 
ev ery thing we’v e ask ed of him. ”

When World War II began, 
all Sou theast .Asia with the 
single ex cep tion of Thailand 
was u nd er colonial d omination. 
It knew the hu miliation and 
shared in what benefits might 
hav e accru ed from foreign ru le. 
It was French Ind oihina then; 
British Bu rma 
and Malay a; 
Du tch Ind onesia. The Philip ­ 
p ines. u nd er ILS 
p rotection 
since 18 98 , were anticip ating 
fu ll ind ep end ence. 
The United States stood for 
self-d etermination for all, once 
the Jap anese inv ad ers were re­ 
p elled The ex p ectations gener­ 
ated by the p romise gained 
su ch mighty momentu m that, 
with the war end ed , the hopes 
wou ld not be d enied 
Nationalist lead ers arose ev ­ 
ery where. and in most cases 
Commu nists latched on to the 
cau se for what they cou ld gain.

soc-iation Ho d emand ed between 
Paris and his new “ Democratic 
Rep u bbc." the Viet .Minh went 
to war. 


Sev en y ears later from a be­ 
sieged and isolated fortress at 
Dienbienp hu came the French 
cry of resignation, “c’est fini,” 
the same p hrase as the Ameri­ 
cans wou ld u se 21 y ears’later: 
“ It’s ov er ” 


C o ns p i c u o u s l y ou t of 
character as a su p p orter of 
colonial p ower, the United 
States sent m ilitary ad v isers 
and arm s aid to the French in 
Vietnam. 


There d been a p olitical u p ­ 
roar in the United States ov er 
“who lost China ” after Mao 
T se-tu ng’s p easant legions 
chased C hiang to Taiw an, 
known then also as Form osa. 
The 195 0 Commu nist inv asion 
of Sou th Korea, resisted by a 
U.S.-led United Nations arm y , 
was wid ely interp reted as sig­ 
nify ing a u niDed Sov iet- 
Chinese threat to goble u p all 
Asia. 


W eakened by World W ar II 
and the p olitical tu m u lt gener­ 
ated by the cost of Vietnam in 
blood and wealth, Paris gav e 
u p. France was u neq u al to the 
new sort of gu errilla war it 
faced , and the will to continu e 
v anished . At Genev a, Viet­ 
nam was bisected . Laos was 
on her own. Cambod ia alread y - 
had been freed . 


Am erican p lanners seem ed 
to v iew the T'rench d ep artu re 
a s c r e a t i ng a p e r i l ou s 
v acu u m , so the United States 
assu m ed the bu rd en of su s­ 
taining a rep u blic in the Sou th. 


Some w atchers said then 
that wisp y -beard ed Ho was 
m ore nationalist than Com­ 
m u nist, d esp ite his history as 
a C om i nt e r n a ge nt a nd 
fou nd er of the Ind ochina Com­ 
m u nist p arty . Some su sp ected 
Ho w as d i s i ll u s i one d by 
Moscow and might hav e bu ilt 
a Titoist-ty p e regim e if left to 
his own d ev ices. 


Most of Uncle Ho’s own p eo­ 
p le — he called them “nep h­ 
ews and nieces” — seem ed to 
see him as a p rotectiv e, av u n­ 
cu lar lead er and nationalist 
p atriot and p robably wou ld 
hav e v oted for him had the 
Sou th ad hered to the Genev a 
agreem ent and elections been 
held in 195 6. 


Viet Minh rem nants re ­ 
m ained in the Sou th, sp orad ­ 
ically activ e and d u bbed “Viet 
Cong, ” or Vietnam ese Com­ 
m u nist, by the regim e of 
P resid ent Ngo Dinh Diem 
w hi c h, a l t ho u g h of t e n 
au thoritativ e and rep ressiv e, 
p rosp e re d with A m erican 
help . D iem 's Am erican ad ­ 
v isers regard ed him as an 
economic m iracle worker. 


By Janu ary , 1961, with the 
“ National Liberation F'ront's ” 
birth annou nced in Hanoi, the 
C om m u nist-led u nd ergrou nd 
in the Sou th was read y to in­ 
tensify its stru ggle. This and 
rising p op u lar resistance to 
the Saigon regim e brou ght an 
u p heav al in Nov ember, 1963 
that cost Diem his life and set 
in motion a p olitical confu sion 
that alm ost m ad e the Viet 
Cong the v ictors by d efau lt. It 
was then the fatefu l Am erican 
d ecision was m ad e to change 
the U.S. m ilitary statu s from 
ad v isory to activ e com bat. It 
wou ld cost the United States 
m ore than 5 0,000 d ead , $100 
billion or so in wealth, and 
corrosiv e p olitical d iv ision at 
home. 


The Hanoi Politbu ro, ex cep t 
for Ho, who d ied in 196 9, is 
mad e u p of the same men who 
fashioned 
France’s 
d efeat. 
Their av erage age is 6 5 . Bu t 
North Vietnam is a y ou ng na­ 
tion and half its p resent p op u ­ 
lation wasn’t y et bom when the 
wars began. 


As 
Commu nist-led 
forces 
were ad ministering a final bit­ 
ter d ose of hu miliation to the 
Americans, that same aged Po­ 


litbu ro likely v iewed it all as 
only the b a nning of a new 
p hase for Vietnamese — and 
p erhap s Asian — cwnmu nism. 


While 
the 
Saigon 
regime 
reeled into total d efeat, the 
sp ecter of Uncle Ho hu ng ov er 
the scene. The Viet Cong were, 
p rep aring for the new ord er* 
bu t it seemed u nlikely that it?

Gov ernment” wou ld in the long 
ru n hav e mu ch more than to^ 
ken au tonomy .

Ju st before he d ied at 7 9, Ho 
wrote a testam ent.

and hard ship s may lie ahead , 
ou r p eop le are su re to win total, 
v ictory ,” it said . “The United 
States imp erialists will hav e to« 
p u ll ou t.”

a. 
That came tru e. 
“Ou r fatherland will be reu ­ 
nited ,” said the will. “ Ou r contK 
p atriots in North and Sou th w ilt 
be reu nited u nd er the same 
roof.” 


Le Du an, then and now chief 
of the North’s ru ling p arty , 
read the will at the fu neral, 
and on his own swore the re­ 
gime to carry ou t those wishes 
as “ ou r lofty d u ty to the world 
rev olu tion.” 


P rc ^ b ly a fairly long p eriod 
lies ahead while new p olitical 
and economic sy stems are im 
stalled in the three Ind ochina 
states. 


Yet Sou theast Asians may 
feel they can alread y see ou t­ 
lines of a Commu nist emp ire on 
the strategic Ind ochina p enin­ 
su la. 


Althou gh the United States 
retains enormou s influ ence in 
the world as a su p erp ower, the 
American ex p erience in Sou th­ 
east Asia has been so p ainfu l 
as to su ggest ex treme relu c­ 
tance ev er to be similarly in­ 
v olv ed there again. That can 
weigh heav ily in d eliberations 
of Sou theast Asian lead ers on 
ad ju stments that may be re­ 
q u ired by a new reality . 
M an in wheelchair haunts Kent State's campus 


KENT, Ohio 
(AP) — For 
most of the stu d ents at Kent 
Stale Univ ersity , the traged y 
that ocTu rred here fiv e y ears 
ago Su nd ay seems almost bu r­ 
ied in history , a reced ing era. 
Ev en Dean Kahler, who goes 
abou t the camp u s in a wheel­ 
chair, say s he tries to keep it in 
p ersp ectiv e, althou gh he has 
v iv id memories of that d ay 
when “the .National Gu ard smen 
retreated before u s. I thou ght 
they were d isp ersing, bu t they 
op ened fire.” 
The bu llets killed fou r stu ­ 
d ents, two of them women, and 
wou nd ed nine others. Kahler 
was p araly zed 
He’s 25 now, 
grad u ating in Ju ne, trained to 
be a teacher, bu t u ncertain 
what he’ll d o or where he'll go 
“ I alway s try to take it for 
what it was, a d ay in my life, 
and there are so many tomor­ 
rows still to look forward to.” 
Kahler say s. 
He has become a sort of land ­ 
mark on camp u s, p ointed ou t to 
p eop le who come to Kent State 
to see Blanket Hill from which 
the Gu ard smen fired , the p ark­ 
ing lot where the stu d ents were 
gathered , the ex act sp ots where 
the d ead stu d ents lay . 
“ .None of u s cou ld believ e 
that something like that cou ld 
hap p en here,” say s Jerry Zie- 
laskiewicz, a freshman from 
Clev eland 
Fiv e y ears ago he 
was in eighth grad e 
“ You d on’t see any rad icals 
arou nd ,” he say s. “ Ev ery once 
in awhile there’s a d emonstra­ 
tion, bu t nobod y comes. .None 
of my friend s has ev er seen 
any one belonging to the Stu - 
d e nt s 
for 
a 
Democratic 
Society .” 


For Zielaskiewicz and 
his 
friend s. Kahler in his wheel­ 
chair is a figu re ou t of history ’, 
a face from the films they hav e 
seen of the Kent State shooting, 
a p ersonage in the books they 
hav e read abou t that d ay and 
Its imp act on America. 
It started as a p rotest against 
the Cambod ian inv asion fou r 
d ay s earlier. An ROTC bu ild ing 
had been bu rned two d ay s ear­ 
lier and 1,000 stu d ents con­ 
fronted 
National Gu ard smen 
called to the camp u s to keep 
ord er. 
The 
gu ard smen 
ap ­ 
p eared to p u ll back, bu t then 
they op ened fire. The shooting 
set off p rotests on camp u ses 
across the cou ntry and more 
than 400 colleges and u niv er­ 
sities su sp end ed classes — the 
first general stu d ent strike in 
the nation’s history . There were 
p rotests 
and 
d emonstrations 
throu ghou t the cou ntry that 
m onth and Kent State became 
a m ajor factor in tu rning the 
American p u blic agaUist U.S. 
inv olv ement in Vietiiam. 


Most 
p resent-d ay 
stu d ents 
find camp u s history hard to 
imagine u ntil they see what 
they call “the film ,” which tells 


the story of May 4. 1970. It is 
shown sev eral times a y ear on 
camp u s. 
“ I saw the film and I said to 
my self. 
Hey , I know where 
that p lace is,’ or ‘I d id n’t know 
that’s the p lace where that took 
p lace.’” say s Tom Hu d son, a 
ju nior from Canton. 
“ When my friend s come, I 
hav e to take them on the tou r,” 
said Hu d son. “I hav e to show 
them the hill and take them 
p ast the statu e with the bu llet 
hole in it so they can hav e their 
p ictu re taken p u tting their fin­ 
ger throu gh it ” 
John Ohles, an ed u cation p ro­ 
fessor. d escribes Kahler as “a 
remind er of what hap p ened 
that d ay and can hap p en again 
When they see him wheeling 
across the camp u s they know 
who he is and how he got that 
way . When he leav es another 
remind er will be gone.” 
.Michele Klein, a staff ad v isor 
at 
Kent 
State’s Center 
for 
Peacefu l Change, was a stu d ent 
here in 1970 
“ I remember when I was in 
eighth grad e, I looked u p to the 
civ il rights workers.” she said 
“ I find that the same thing has 
hap p ened with the p eop le who 
are still arou nd from 1970 
There aren’t many of u s left 
and we’v e become a cad re for 
p eop le to p oint to. 
“ Three y ears ago. I was a 
cou nselor in a d orm and most 
of the girls went to see a mov ie 
on the shooting When the girls 
came back they came in and 
said , ‘Wow, we saw y ou in the 
mov ie.’ It was fru strating and I 
said . ‘I hop e that’s not all y ou 
saw .'” 
Kahler was a first-q u arter 
freshman when he was shot. 
When he came back to school 
eight months later, he was no 
longer another stu d ent. 
“ 1 came into a class that was 
d iscu ssing rev olu tion and no 
one was say ing any thing 
I 
cou ld sense they were all wait­ 
ing for me to say something 1 
wasn’t going to say any thing, 
so no one said any thing all-p en- 
od . 
“ All I know is 1 got in a situ ­ 
ation where I got hu rt and su d ­ 
d enly I’m an ejq iert on change 
I’m ju st now fiv e y ears later 
learning abou t change 
“ I 
remember 
the 
Italian- 
American Society wanted me to 
come to a d inner where Frank 
Sinatra was su p p osed to be at 
and they wanted me to sp eak 
on how to change the sy stem. I 
wrote back that I’d only been 
at three d emonstrations and 
three p rotests in my life.” 


Kahler still gets letters ask­ 
ing abou t the incid ent, and as 
the most seriou sly inju red of 
the nine who were shot and 
liv ed , he is in d emand as a 
sp eaker. For this fifth anni­ 
v ersary he was inv ited to sp eak 
at the Univ ersity of Illinois 


Glenn 
Frank, 
a 
geology 
teacher at Kent State, was 
there too. 
“ I am somewhat miffed and 
embarrassed at being remind ed 
of my p art in history ,” say s 
Frank, who p lead ed with the 
gu ard smen that afternoon to 
giv e the stu d ents time to d is­ 
p erse. “ ...The only way I hav e 
maintained my sanity is by try ­ 
ing to rationalize and by for­ 
getting some of the ev ents of 
that d ay . 
“ L hav e a su it I wore that 
d ay that I can't p u t it on with­ 
ou t 
remembering. 
It’s 
v ery ’ 
hard for me to talk abou t. I 
ju st can’t bring my self to the 
cand lelight v igil.” 
The 12-hou r v igil at the sp ots 
where the fou r stu d ents d ied 
begins each .May 3 at 11 p.m. 
with a cand lebght proc’ession. 
The following noon there are 
sp eeches. This y ear Eu gene 
McCarthy 
is 
the 
p rincip al 
sp eaker at the ceremony sp on­ 
sored by the u niv ersity . 


In each of the p rev iou s y ears, 
there was a p arallel ceremony 
sp onsored by rad ical grou p s. 
Last y ear. Jane Fond a sp oke. 
Bu t this y ear for the first time 
there is no p arallel ceremony 
at Kent State. Interest is wan­ 
ing. 
“ This y ear, more than ev er 
before. I’v e heard p eop le say 
we shou ld n’t hav e any more 
than the cand lelight march and 
the v igil.” say s Amie Shaw, 
chairman of the memorial cere­ 
mony . “The seniors say they ’v e 
been throu gh it three times and 
they ’re tired and the freshmen 
agree it was a horrible thing, 
bu t they weren’t here to see 
it.” 
Raj Basi. chairman of the 
Center for Peacefu l Change, be­ 
liev es that stu d ents are now 
fu nneling their energies in new 
d irections, bu t Michele Klein, 
who has been at Kent State 
since 1968 and is leav ing this 
y ear, isn’t so su re. 
“ If the issu e were one which 


affected them as it d id in 1970, 
I wond er how q u iet this camp u s 
wou ld be.” she say s. 
The q u iet has been a blessing 
for the u niv ersity 's secu rity p o­ 
lice, who now worry almost 
solely 
abou t 
v and alism 
and 
theft. 
“ I’v e almost forgotten what a 
d emonstration looks like,” said 
secu ritv chief Bob Malone. 


The p arents of the fou r d ead 
stu d ents hav e a civ il su it p end ­ 
ing against Gov . Jam es Rhod es 
and Robert White, former p res­ 
id ent at Kent State.

A sp ecial chu rch cou rt, try ing 
a local p riest on charges of d is­ 
obed ience, d eclared Frid ay that 
Presid ing Bishop John M. Allin 
was gu ilty of contemp t for re­ 
fu sing to ap p ear as a witness.

was in v iolation of canonical 
law. 
His 
e)q )lanations 
were 
“d eemed insu JFficient to ex cu se 
him,” the cou rt said . 
The bishop had been ‘su m­ 
moned to* testify in the chu rch 
trial of the Rev . William A. 
Wend t, accu sed of d isobey ing 
his bishop by allowing one of 11 
irregu arly ord ained women to 
lead a commu nion serv ice in 
his chu rch. 
In ad ju d ging Bishop Allin in 
contemp t, the d iocesaji cou rt 
has no au thority to imp ose p en­ 
alties, bu t its action raised the 
p ossibility of formal charges 
and trial of the chu rch’s chief 
sp iritu al gu id e. 
“ It’s an absolu tely u np rece­ 
d ented circu mstance,” said the 
Rev . Charles Perry , ex ecu tiv e 
officer of the chu rch’s Washing­ 
ton d iocese. 
Bishop Allin, a mild -man­ 
nered Mississip p ian who be­ 
came head of the chu rch last 


y ear, cou ld not be reached im­ 
med iately for comment. 
A sp okesman at the chu rch’s 
New York head q u arters said 
the bishop was fu lfilling p rior 
engagements in Phoenix , Ariz., 
and St. Lou is, Mo., and had d e­ 
cid ed to “ make no comment on 
the trial.” 
Chu rch canons make it the 
d u ty of any member to heed 
the su mmons of an ecclesiastic­ 
al cou rt to giv e ev id ence. A

Janet 
McCaa, said of its contemp t ci­ 
tation; 
“ No man, and for that mat­ 
ter. no woman, is abov e the 
law.” 
The find ing was transmitted 
to the chu rch’s Hou se of Bish­ 
ops and Hou se of Dep u ties, the 
two branches of its bicameral 
legislatu re. 
The d efense had su cceed ed in 
obtaining the cou rt su bp oena 
for Bishop Allin’s testimony be­ 
cau se one of the key issu es in 
the case is whether the 11 wom­ 
en were v alid ly ord ained .

Manatees may be key to problem 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
p eop le think that manatees, 
large aq u atic mammals which 
aften weigh as mu ch as a 
grain-fed steer, can help solv e 
the world ’s food p roblem — if 
they can be sav ed from ex ­ 
tinction first. 
.A rep ort by an international 
workshop 
grou p 
formed 
to 
stu d y and p romote manatees 
say s the big, shy animals once 
were abu nd ant in trop ical areas 
on both sid es of the Atlantic bu t 
now are rarely seen in the wild 
ex cep t in a few p laces. 
“Man ap p ears to be their 
only p red ator,” the rep ort said . 
“Hu nting is the major cau se of 
their d ecline. Their meat has 
often been p raised for its d e­ 
licacy . flav or and keep ing q u al­ 
ities when salted or p reserv ed 


in its own fat. Fu rtherm ore, 8 5 
p er cent of the carcass can be 
u sed .” 
In ad d ition to the m anatee’s 
meat, the rep ort said , its skin 
makes a tou gh leather; the 
blu bber y ield s a p leasant-fla- 
v ored oil, and its rib bones can 
be highly p olished and u sed as 
a su bstitu te for iv ory . 
The manatee situ ation is u n­ 
d er rev iew by scientists in sev ­ 
eral cou ntries, who hav e rec­ 
ommend ed 
that 
an 
Inter­ 
national Center for Research on 
Manatees 
be 
established 
in 
Georgetown, Gu y ana. 
A workshop on manatees was 
held in Georgetown last y ear 
and a rep ort on its d eliber­ 
ations was issu ed here rec*ently 
by the National Acad emy of 
Sciences. Other cosp onsors in- 


clu d ed the National Science Re­ 
search Cou ncil, Gu y ana, and 
the International Dev elop ment 
Research Centre of Canad a. 
As scientists see the ma­ 
natee, the animal has two im­ 
p ortant p otentials: As a natu ral 
control of aq u atic weed s which 
clog canals and irrigation sy s­ 
tems in many p arts of the tro­ 
p ical world , and as a rich 
sou rce of meat p rotein for hu ­ 
mans. 
The 
v oraciou s 
weed -eating 
habits of manatees hav e been 
well known for d eacd es and the 
animals were onc*e consid ered a 
p otential solu tion to the water 
hy acinth p roblem in Florid a. 
Bu t so many of the animals 
were killed by motor boats that 
researchers gav e u p on them 
and now are looking at water 


bu ffaloes as p ossible solu tions 
to the Florid a weed p roblem. 
Gu y ana, once British Gu iana, 
lies along the northeast coast of 
Sou th American and has one of 
the largest remaining p op u ­ 
lations 
of 
manatees in the 
Western Hemisp here. 
“ Intensiv e slau ghter in the 
Caribbean commenced with the 
Sp anish colonists, who reUshed 
the meat and were allowed to 
eat it on religiou s fast d ay s, 
and the bu ccaneers, who u tili­ 
zed it on ex tend ed v oy ages and 
ex p ed itions,” the rep ort said . 
Later, manatee meat help ed 
feed workers on new su gar 
p lantaUons in the Caribbean 
island s. Trad e in manatee hid es 
and meat was activ e on the 
Amazon Riv er u ntil at least 
1945 .

Lord Avon reflects on leaders of WW II 


ALVEDISTON, England (AP) 
— In Europe, at last, the most 
devastating war in history was 
over. 
W i n s t o n Churchill stood 
among the ruins of Hitler's 
Reich's Chancellery. Around 


lay the shattered landscape of 
Berlin, acre on acre of rubble 
pierced by the skeletons of bro­ 
ken buildings. 
At the British war leader's 
side was his foreign secretary, 
Anthony Eden, now Earl of 
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9 24 
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Avon. In May 1945, when Allied 
victory had brought Germany’s 
unconditional surrender, Eden 
had been in San Francisco and 
far from Britain’s frenzied cele­ 
brations. 
Now, under the July sun 
amid the ruins of Hitler's capi­ 
tal, came the moment which 
might seem best to symbolize 
triumph, the end of a road 
which had begun in 1938 with 
his stand against appeasement 
of dictators. 
Yet it was, Lord Avon ex­ 
plained in an interview to mark 
the 30th anniversary of victory 
in Europe, a moment less of 
triumph than relief. That relief 
was shadowed by anxieties for 
the future, and overwhelmed by 
personal grief at the loss in ac­ 
tion of his elder son. 
During a two-hour conversa­ 
tion at his country home, Lord 
Avon recalled those forebodings 
of 30 years ago. 
Japan had still to be de­ 
feated. The Soviet Union was 
sowing the seeds of the Cold 
War. Differences of approach, 
if not intent, had developed be­ 
tween the United States and 
Britain, Western keystones of 
the Grand Alliance. 
Lord Avon conducted the in­ 
terview in Churchill’s wartime 
style, dictating from his bed 
and surrounded by newspapers. 
Lady Avon, who is Churchill’s 
niece, was the only other per­ 
son present. 


‘ The immediate Nazi danger 
was over,” he said, “ removed 
after years of courage and en­ 
durance by our people and 
their allies 
“ Churchill had the best right 
to rejoice as had the British 
Commonwealth Remember, we 
stood alone for a battered and 
dangerous year 
“ However, as we stood there 
in Berlin, it was hardly the 
time to rest on thoughts of vic­ 
tory. I was vividly conscious of 
a morning I had spent with 
Gen. Marshall (George C. Mar­ 
shall, U.S. Army Chief of Staff) 
in the Pentagon only a few 
weeks before. 
“ He forecast a desperate 
struggle in the Far East if con­ 
ventional weapons were used.” 
The Soviets had declared 
willingness to move against 
Japanese forces in mainland 
Asia but the declaration of war 
had still to come At that time 
the atomic bomb had not yet 
been tested. 
Lord Avon quoted from a 
telegram he sent from Wash­ 
ington to Churchill: 
“ Marshall was inclined to 
think that the Russians under­ 
estimated the extent of the 
challenge they would have if 
they engaged the Japanese on a 
large scale by land. He thought 
they would have very heavy 
losses ...” 
Thus, said Lord Avon, a long 
and costly war against Japan 


seemed inevitable. In addition, 
he was already worried by dif­ 
ferences among the Big Three 
and for the future of the United 
Nations organization. 
Lord Avon was asked if he 
thought that the West had any 
share of blame for the Cold 
War. 
“ No,” he said, “ the breaches 
of the letter and spirit of war­ 
time treaties came from across 
the Iron Curtain. 
“ But it could be effectively 
argued that we ought to have 
been firmer with the presenta­ 
tion of Western points of view 
at an earlier stage.” 
He cited President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s reluctance to 
press the Polish issue at the 
Tehran Conference of 1943. 
Britain was urging Russia's 
Stalin to come to terms with 
the Polish government in exile 
in London. 
But Roosevelt was looking to­ 
ward the presidential elections 
of 1944 and, Lord Avon re­ 
called, told Stalin privately that 
for electoral reasons he could 
not discuss the Polish issue for 
another year. 
“ This,” 
said 
Lord 
Avon, 
“ was hardly calculated to re­ 
strain Stalin. He would think 
that time was on his side and 
act accordingly. 
“ The President for whatever 
reason, was always convinced 
that he could handle Stalin as 
no one else could.” 
Energy linked to economy 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - When 
U.S. energy use dropped last 
year, delighted government of­ 
ficials hoped it was the start of 
a new trend. 
But statistics indicate that 
the economic recession was 
more responsible than anything 
else for the decline. Thus, ener­ 
gy use is expected to start 
climbing again when the econo­ 
my rebounds. 
The Department of the Interi­ 
or announced last month that 
U S. energy consumption fell 
2.2 per cent during 1974. Interi­ 
or Secretary Rogers C.B. Mor­ 
ton said he was “ delighted — 
and frankly gratified — at this 
drop. I hope we are seeing the

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Nuclear weapons treaty now main U.S. objectives

the final disengagement from 
Vietnam, the United States will 
now concentrate on other for­ 
eign p olicy objectiv es, most 
p articu larly nailing down a nu ­ 
clear weap ons treaty and try ­ 
ing for a Middle East settle­ 
ment. 
Not that the Middle East is a 
new concern. Bu t with the su s­ 
p ension of Henry A. Kissinger’s 
step -by -step dip lomacy , the ad­

p ersonal 
charge. 
President Ford has arranged to 
meet Egy p tian President An­ 
war Sadat in Salzbu rg, Au stria, 
Ju ne 1 and Israeli Prime Minis­ 
ter Yitzhak Rabin later on His 
p u rp ose IS to smooth the way 
for a reconv ened Genev a Peace 
Conference 
Relations with the Sov iet Un­ 
ion and 
the somewhat im­ 
p atient China are also of top 
p riority to Ford and his secre- 
tay of state. Negotiators in 
Genev a are abou t to recess 
after three months, needing 
top -lev el p olicy decisions to 
break a technical deadloc’k on 
cou nting missiles with mu ltip le 
warheads 
As a resu lt. Ford’s su mmit 
here with Sov iet leader Leonid 
I Brezhnev p lanned tentativ ely 
for late Ju ne or Ju ly may be 
delay ed u ntil late au tu mn de­ 
p ending on whether terms can 
be arranged for a new treaty 
limiting nu clear weap ons. 
Timing of the Brezhnev v isit

He will attend a su mmit 
meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in Bru ssels 
at the end of May and p ossibly 
mak e stop s in London, Paris 
and other western cap itals.

midst of reassessing U.S. rela­ 
tions with an Asia that feels the 
tension of a growing Commu ­ 
nist p resence.

^hink of it! In 25 years we will be 
well into the year 2000—which 
certainly sounds, from here, like a 
whole new dawn breaking on a whole new 
epoch. And it had better be a splendid 
one, because we’ve earned it.

Maybe by that time we all will have 
Social Security numbers tattooed across 
our foreheads and our brain waves will 
be reproduced on computer cards to 
help take the guesswork out of mating.

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scary. I didn’t feel competent or trsdned 
or even sufiBciently motivated to function 
in a business capacity. I felt vulnerable, 
insecure, guilty and a host of other 
things that add up to the blues. Then I 
moved to New York and got a job.

Any time you change your life, you 
have to make a lot of décrions—and 
none of them is easy.

Loneliness 
is the gray menace lurking at the bottom 
of the champagne glass of life. It steals 
the bubbles, but not the dregs. It can 
make you feel different, ail right, but not 
in a healthy or optimistic way. For some 
crazy reason, if we feel unloved, it fol­ 
lows that we feel unlovable. Loneliness 
either makes us feel dull and inert or 
spurs us to frantic and self-destructive 
activity that gets us into more trouble 
than we’d like to admit. It’s a far cry 
from solitude. When I’m in solitude, I 
spend my time with the strong me. And 
that’s so much better than being with the 
cast from “Psycho” that germinates in 
the lonely me. 
I’ll never forget sitting in a bar a few 
months ago with a girl friend of mine 
from California. The place was filled 
with couples who seemed to be slavishly, 
dotingly in love with each other. I wasn’t 
feeling too happy with myself and the 
sight of all that tinseled love-in-bloom 


only added to my depression. When we 
were served, my friend picked up her 
glass, clinked it against mine and said, 
“Here’s to the two most beautiful and 
exciting women in the room.”

It’s tough to develop an indq)endent 
spirit if you’ve never been required to 
or didn’t realize that it shows a healthy 
state of mind. When I was in college I 
knew a girl who managed to pull down 
high grades in tough courses, but she 
talked baby talk with her boyfriend! 
Now there’s a candidate for the rubber 


room. What was die trying to prove? 
That she was helpless? If so, why? I have 
no way of knowing, because she never 
told me and we never kept in toudi. But 
I know that to make yourself less than 
you are in order to please anybody is 
sick. It’s self-polarized masochism. It’s 
disgusting deception, and there is, thank 
God, no place for it in today’s world. Be 
what you arc, but for Hcavwi’s sake be 
everything that you are and know that 
your femininity is not in question just 
because you happen to be smart. 
I like being able to take care of my­ 
self. I never thought that I would or 
could, but I do. It’s all part of “Life’s 
Great Pageant”—as it used to be called 
—^the learning to deal with frustrations 
and angers, triumphs and failures, and 
even the plateaus, till we find out what 
really makes us tick. Learning when to 
hang in and when to let go. It puts me 
in mind of the great whales straining 
plankton through their baleen.

Jan and Dean epitomized the West Coast surfer sound. 
Their records gave you the feeling of kids without a care 
in the world. That was until the day when Jan Berry’s 
sports car suddenly went out of control__ 
T 


Ihe sleek green Sting Ray swung 
off busy Sunset Boulevard three 
blocks from a sharply twisting, 
poorly banked turn known locally as 
Deadman's Curve. Accelerating the car 
smoothly, the handsome blond driver 
was suddenly confronted with the unex­ 
pected—an unseen car, approaching 
from a bend in a residential street. The 
driver of the Sting Ray jerked the steer­ 
ing wheel to avoid a collision. The Cor­ 
vette’s fiber-glass body shattered as it 
slammed into a parked gardener’s truck 
—then silence as the driver lay still in 
the twisted mass of metal and plastic. 
Pulled from the wreckage, miracu­ 
lously alive, was 25-year-old Jan Berry 
of a popular duo known as Jan and 
Dean. Berry was rushed to a local hos­ 
pital, where he remained in a deep coma 
for five weeks. Family and friends of the 
singing star maintained a constant vigil 
as Berry clung to the thin thread that 
separated him from the dim spark of 
life and the emptiness of death. 
The month was April, 1966. 


Ask how many remember who Jan 
and Dean were and you’re likely to get 
a lot of “I dunnos.” The public forgets. 
Memories are particularly short when 
it comes to pop music and rpck and roll. 
But from 1958 to 1966, Jan Berry and 
Dean Torrence managed to produce a 
stream of hits that included “Surf City,’’ 
“Little Old Lady From Pasadena,’’ 
“Honolulu Lulu,’’ “Drag City,’’ “Linda,” 


“Jennie Lee,” and dozens of other brisk- 
selling songs. Jan and Dean epitomized 
the West Coast teenage-surfer sound. 
Listening to their records, you got the 
image of golden-haired, suntanned youth 
—kids without a care in the world and 
with nothing more serious in their fu­ 
tures than a dirty carburetor or a wave 
that failed to break. 
But there was more than tragedy that 
awaited Jan Berry—there was irony too. 
Two years before the accident, one of 
Jan and Dean’s biggest hits (7^,000 
copies) had been “Deadman's Curve,” a 
pounding, blaring paean to the excite­ 
ment of drag-racing down Sunset Boule­ 
vard in a new Sting Ray. In the song. 
Berry (who sang lead and wrote the 
lyrics) pits his Corvette against a Jaguar 
XK-E. The climax crashes down amid 
screeching tires and shattering glass, with 
Berry intoning in a flat voice, _ 
“Well, the last thing I remember. Doc, 
I started to swerve. 
And then I saw the Jag slide into the 
curve. 
I know n i never forget that horrible 
sight. 
I guess I found out for myself that 
everyone was right. 
You don’t come back from Deadman’s 
Curve.”* 
Emerging sluggishly from the coma, 
Jan Berry found himself unable to speak 
or move his head. Figures of people 
were misty, moving blurs. His temple 
had been injured in the accident, dam-

aging the left side ot his brain. This is 
the area responsible for word-compre- 
hension and language-formulation abili­ 
ties. It seemed to mark the end of a 
charmed existence for the straight-A 
UCLA premed student with a posh 
$120,000 Bel Air home. 
Top speech pathologists were rushed 


in, but initial recovery proved painfully 
slow. Doctors were pessimistic. Berry 
was unable to walk for a year, forced to 
give his total concentration to the sim­ 
plest act of standing up from his wheel­ 
chair. He began speech-and-language 
therapy in which the primary objective 
of his program was to learn to recognize 
letters and words. From this followed 
the relearning of basic speech. 
A year after the accident Jan finally 


was able to master reading the simplest 
books. But he apparently had lost none 
of his creative musical ability. (He had 
written, arranged and produced most of 
Jan and Dean’s records, all without for­ 
mal musical training.) This discovery 
seemed to provide Berry with the much- 
needed impetus to improve “more than 
he was supposed to." Doctors and thera­ 
pists were astounded at the results.

W 
hen I was 66 inches around, and 65 inches 
tall, even my favorite fat lady’s store had a 
problem.

“My coming back to play ail started out as 
kind of a joke, really,” he recalls. “The Aeros 
drafted both Marty and Mark in the summer 
of 1973. The boys had been stars with the 
Toronto Marlboros in the junior league of 
Ontario. The Aeros sent their top people up 
to Detroit to talk with us about the boys going 
to Houston. One of the guys who came up to 
see us was Bill Dineen, the coach of the Aeros, 
who played five years with me in Detroit and 
is an old friend. 
“We were sitting around talking about 
Marty and Mark,” Gordie continues, “and 
Bill said, ‘Gordie, why don’t you come on 
down to Houston with us?’ We all had a good 
laugh, but then we realized we were all serious. 
^ I had always wanted to play with the boys, 
but I never thought it could happen. Now I 
was going to get the chance. I couldn’t turn 
it down.” 
Joining the Aeros also gave Gordie a per­ 
fect excuse for leaving the Red Wing orga-

nization. “I was thinking of quitting anyway,” 
he recalls with bitterness. “All I was doing for 
two years as vice president in charge of noth­ 
ing was shaking hands with people. I never 
participated in any decisions involving players 
or trades or anything. I suppose my 25 years 
of experience weren’t enough.” 
Gordie scored 31 goals for Houston last 
year, and he scored with equal frequency this 
year. He is four and a half years older than 
Dineen, the coach of the Aeros, but shows 
little sign of age, continuing to see extended 
ice time on a regular line and to work on the 
Aeros’ power play. His 6-0, 205-pound finely 
muscled body has long been considered the 
strongest in all of hockey. 
Time eventually will catch up with Gordie, 
who is undoubtedly the most remarkable 
middle-aged athlete in history. But even when 
he finally retires. Aero opponents will still 
have to contend with two, and possibly three, 
other Howes. Mark, who stands 5-11 and 
weighs 180 pounds, powered 38 pucks into the 
nets in 1973-74, one of the highest totals ever 
achieved by a rookie in big-league hockey. He 
is a superstar in the making. Marty, less flashy 
and less naturally gifted, nonetheless is a solid. 


aggressive defenseman, who figures to spend 
many seasons in professional hockey. 
Then there is the third Howe son, Murray, 
14 years old, who is also coming along strongly 
in hockey. When the rest of the family moved 
South two summers ago, Murray remained in 
the Detroit area. “He lives with the Chuck 
Robertsons,” says Gordie. “They’re old friends 
of the family. Murray was doing so well in 
the junior-hockey program in Detroit that it 
would have set him back to take him to 
Houston, where hockey for young kids is just 
getting started.” 
If another member of the Howe clan has a 
say, every kid in Houston and its environs may 
soon be on skates. Colleen Howe, Gordie’s 
lovely blonde wife, ran the junior-hockey pro­ 
gram in Detroit out of the Olympia, the home 
arena of the Red Wings, and now is taking the 
lead in bringing the ice sport to youthful 
Texans. Together with the family’s secretary, 
Dorothy Ringler, who has worked for the 
Howes since 1971, Colleen runs the affairs of 
Gordon Howe Enterprises, Inc., from an of­ 
fice in downtown Houston. 
“There’s so much going on with Gord and 
the boys,” says Mrs. Howe, “that it takes a 
full workday just to keep up to date on their 
mail, their business commitments and all the 
things they do for hockey in Houston. We run 
this like a family business and we think we 
do a good job. Next year, when the Aeros 
move into The Summit, the new $18 million 
arena the city is putting up, things will prob­ 
ably get even more hectic because more peo­ 
ple will be able to see the Aeros’ games and 
there’ll be even more hockey interest than 
there is now.” 
About the only Howe offspring not likely 
to be employed by the Aeros in the near fu­ 
ture is Gordie and Colleen’s only daughter, 
16-year-old Cathy, who attends high school 
near the Howe home, a mini-mansion in the 
richly wooded Memorial section of western 
Houston. “But Cathy comes to all the games 
and cheers for her father and big brothers,” 
says Colleen Howe. 
Throughout sports history, there have been 
many family combinations on teams. There 
were the three DiMaggio brotheire and five 
Delahanty brothers in major-league baseball. 
There once were seven brothers named Nes- 
ser playing pro football in Columbus, Ohio, 
in the early 1900’s. Wrestling had five Dusek 
brothers. 
In father-son sports combinations, there 
was the Jennings Nine of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
a baseball team in the 1880's that consisted of 
James Jennings and his eight sons. One of the 
sons, Hughie, went on to major-league fame 
as a shortstop with the Baltimore Orioles. 
But these exploits are barely recalled today. 
Houston’s Howes have become national figures. 
They may eventually forge another first among 
sporting families by becoming the first house­ 
hold to have more than one member enshrined 
in a Hall of Fame. Gordie was elected to 
hockey’s pantheon after completing his NHL 
career in Detroit.

2. False. Studies at Wayne State Uni­ 
versity have demonstrated that this is 
precisely the wrong way to go about 
reducing a child’s pain and discomfort 
—and is likely to increase it if any­ 
thing. Tests showed that when subjects 
were given a description of the pain 
sensation they were about to experi­ 
ence, they rated its intensity and dis­ 
tress on a far lower scale than when 
this procedure was not followed. 
3. True. Studies at the University of 
Manitoba and Florida State University 


show that when a person frustrates you 
in some way, your blood pressure 
climbs significantly—and that it stays 
at an elevated level as long as you re­ 
main in the presence of the frustrator. 
4. False—according to psychological 
studies at the University of Kansas, 
which demonstrated “that some pos­ 
tures are more conducive to certain psy­ 
chological processes than others... and 
. .. the sitting-erect posture encouraged 
subjects to talk more about themselves 
than the supposedly more comfortable 
postures.” Both the men and women 
subjects of the study indicated that they 
felt the most comfortable in the sitting- 
erect posture. And it’s suggested that 
they may have felt more vulnerable in 
the supine and sitting-bent postures— 
and thus were less at ease. The fact 
that psychiatric patients are asked to 
assume a reclining posture may be due 
to the special nature of the patient- 
specialist relationship. 
5. False. A team of behavioral scien­ 
tists at the University of Wisconsin has 
made a careful study of the hard-to-get 
phenomenon and evaluated its efficacy. 
“We have,” they concluded, “finally 
gained an understanding of this proc­ 
ess. It appears that a woman can inten­ 
sify her desirability if she acquires a 
reputation for being hard to get and 
then, by her behavior, makes it clear 
to a selected romantic partner that she 
is attracted to him.” 
6. False. The way to insult someone 
diplomatically is to compliment him— 
preferably in the presence of others 
—in such a way that it sounds as 
though you don’t mean it. Compli­ 
menting him on virtues or attributes 
that both you and he know he lacks 
has a disconcerting and ego-disturbing 
effect that must be seen to be appreci­ 
ated. And the side glances likely to be 
exchanged by any others present can’t 
help but add to the subject’s
